Washington, D.,C., Sept. 18—After
having drawn the attentiom of the
world to his aeroplane flights at Fort

Myer and having established new
world records for heavier-tham-air
filying machines, Orville Wright yes-
terday met with a trightful mishap
while making & two-man' flight. The
aeroplanist was accompanied by Lieut.
Thomas E. BSelfridge, of the Signal
Ceorps of the army.

Lieut. Selfridge was tatally injured
and died at 8:10 o'cleck. Mr. Wright
was seriously injured, but is expected
to recover.

While the machine was encircling
the drill grounds < propellor blade
snapped off and hitting -some other
part of theintricate mechanism caused
it to overturn in the air and fall to the
ground, enveloping the two oceupants
in the debris.

Sgldiers and spectators ran ACIOSS
the field to where the aeroplane had
fallen and assisted in lifting Mr.
Wright and Lieutenant Balfridge from
aonder the tangle mass of machinery,
reds, wires and shreds of muslin. Mr.
Wright was conscious, and said:

“*Oh, hurry and lift the motor.”
Lientenant Seliridge was uneonseious
and had apparently struek the ground
with grest force. His head was coversd
withh hlood and he was choking when
the soldiers extricated him from under
the machine.

The latest reports from the military
hospital at Fort Myer today indicate
the recovery of Orville Wright, the
notsl asroplanist, whose injuries con-
sist of two breken ribs, a fractured
hip, and painful bruises snd contus-
ions, but no vital organs are affected.

The War Department haveissued in-
structions that the spot where the aero-
plane tell be marked, with the view of
erecting a monumaent o thke memory
of Lieutenant Seliridge.

The Wright brothers willnot be hin-
dered in their life work by yesterday’s
accident, which possibly was due to
the extira experiment of flying a oue
mean machine with twe ocecupants,

Gevermer Aycock Strikes a Death
Blew te North Carollna Repub-

licans at Smithfield.

Smithfield, N. C., Bept. 17—Demoec-
racy was triumphant in Johnston coun-
ty today,and her matchless advocate,
ex-Governor Charles B, Aycook, was
heard by two thousand menfrom every
section of the county. It was a great
day for Johnston, and for Demecracy.
As if inspired, for nearly two hours
Governor Aycock expounded the fun-
damental; Democratic policies, at the
same time jmercilessly exposing and
striking the hypoerisy of North Caro-
lina Republicanism.

GROWNING DISGRACE.

The History of Jury Trials the
World Over May Be Search-
ed in Vain For Another
Such Instance.

No spot on the record of France is so
black as that mnation's treatment ef
Captain Alired Dreyfus. The great
wrong done him was tardily repaired
and one would naturally think that
the government and the people would
be willing and glad te do all in their
power to make him forget the atrocious
¢rime committed againat him.

But no; Gregori, a man who wears
the epaunlettes of a captain in the
French army, and who tried to sheot
down Dreyfus at the tomb ot Zola,
great defender ot the wronged man,
has been acquitted by ajury of his
peers,

There is no guestien ot Gregori hav-
ing done the shooting, says the Times-
Dispatch, discussing the matter edito-
rially; he boasted of the actatthe
time; he boasts of it now. His speech
to the jury was one that none but a
Frenchman could make; that few but
a Frenchman would eare to make. He
condemned every step taken in the re-
instatement of Dreyius, every eonse-
quence that hes come from it, and
found satisfaction and pride enly in
the ‘‘protest” made by him against
Dreyfusism, Yet the jury deelared
him to be innocent.

The history of jury trials the world
over may e searched in wvain for an-
other instance where the verdict of a
jury se ignored the facts and disre-
garded the law.

It isanneunced that the aecquittal
means the end of the Dreyfus affair,
hut such optimisa appears premature.

Miss Lyon, Mr. Clemens’ secretary,
was aroused about midnight by the
sound ef breaking glass in the lower
part of the honse. Bhe went lpﬁly
down the stairs to find a flood of light
im the dining room, and that the side-
board with its solid silver, was miss-
ing from its customary place in the
room. Cautiously slipping aleng in
the shadows te a point wheresshe could
have a view of the garden, to which
her attention had been c¢alled by an
open windew in the dining room, Miss
Tiyon saw two men forcing the doors
and drawers of the sideboard, which
they had carried out. MissLyon sum-
moned Mr. Clemens and the butler,and
then telephoned for Bheriff Banks and
several neighbors. Beforeany efthem
reached the seene,the burglars had fied
with their booty, but the hurriedly
formed posse started in pursuit. The
two men were eaptured on a train at
this point after a fierce fight in which
the sheriff was wounded twice and one
of the men shot himselfseriously in the
head.

The burglars had sorted all the solid
gilver tromm the plated ware, but the
silver was recovered.

Mrt. Clemens today posted this no-
tice on the door of the house:

“Notice to the next Burgiar—There
is nothing but plated ware now and
nencefoerth.
